Dale Miller, assistant su perin 
tendent o f the pliant, declined to 
estimate the to tal lo ss bu t said 
reco nstru ctio n wo rk wo u ld begin 
immediately . 
The two emplo y es who died in 
the flames were Nathaniel Jo hn 
Skarin, 
Jr., 
23-y ear-o ld 
athlete 
fro m Newark, and Benjamin Ger­ 
ber o f Jackso nto wn, O. 
They were wo rking in the pres­ 
su re co ntro l ro o m o f the cracking 
u nit when the first ex plo sio n came 
at 7:30 last night. The u nit was 
o ne o f sev eral high pressu re u nits 
which co nv erted o il into gaso line. 
Three o ther ex plo sio ns fo llo wed 
within 45 minu tes as flames sho t 
into the sky . Mo to rists were a t­ 
tracted to the scene fro m many 
miles away . 
Firemen and co mpany emplo y es 
battled fo r three ho u rs to ex tin­ 
gu ish the flames. The u nit was re­ 
bu ilt after a similar fire seven 
y ears ago . It had a pro du ctiv e ca­ 
pacity o f 15,000 barrels o f gaso line 
daily .

Ho u sing o fficials pro mised, ho w­ 
ev er, th at liberal pro v isio n wo u ld 
be made fo r ex emptio ns In cases 
o f real need—su ch as a co mmu nity 
that needs a new sto re o r scho o l, 
o r a facto ry pro ject that will cre­ 
ate mo re emplo y ment. Wo rk will 
no t be sto pped o n co nstru ctio n that 
is genu inely in pro gress. 
The Federal Ho u sing Adminis­ 
tratio n say s that $50,000,000 each 
week is being spent In no n-resi­ 
dential bu ilding and repairs. 


HAMBURG, March 23—A su d­ 
den 60-mile-an-ho u r gale that lash­ 
ed the city last night, felling to t­ 
tering ru ins o f the Allied bo mbing, 
added new difficu lties to day to the 
liv es o f Hambu rg’s 1,250,000 hu n­ 
gry inhabitants. 
Mo st ho mes were witho u t bread 
as resu lt o f the sev ere fo o d sho rt­ 
age. British medical o fficers pre­ 
dicted that the resu lts o f starv a­ 
tio n and ex hau stio n amo ng the 
po pu latio n wo u ld increase du ring 
the co ming day s. Fo o d rio ts al­ 
ready hav e o ccu rred o u tside a 
nu mber o f sho ps despite strict co n­ 
tro l effo rts. 
Last night's gale blew do wn 
many bo mb-damaged bu ildings and 
filled cellars with debris, making 
them 
u ninhabitable. Many 
resi­ 
dents hav e been liv ing in the cel­ 
lars.

“At first, I co llected any letter 
that hap p ened to interest me,” he 
recalls. “ Ho wev er, as I grew older 
I became mo re and mo re interest­ 
ed in letters and do cuments o f his­ 
torical significance.” 
Most of the histo rical material 
he o btained thro ugh trades with 
o ther co llecto rs. A few he p ur­ 
chased o utright at auctio ns and 
thro ugh dealers. 
“ Fo r instance,” Co lby ex plains, 
“ if I had two Washingto n letters 
and needed a Jefferso n, I would 
try to find ano ther co llecto r 
who 
wo uld be willing to make the 
trade.

How KO* Hobby Grow 
When Colby, whose historical 
letters have been on display at 
libraries and universities all over 
the country, started his hobby he 
had no idea where it would lead 
bim. 
"A t first, I collected any letter 
th at happened to Interest me,” he 
recalls. “However, as I grow older 
I became more and more interest­ 
ed in letters and documents of his­ 
torical significance.” 
Most of the historical material 
he obtained through trades with 
other collectors. A fsw he pur­ 
chased outright at auctions and 
through dealers. 
“For instance," Colby explains, 
"if I had two Washington letters 
and needed a Jefferson, I would 
try to find another collector who 
would be willing to spice the 
trade. 
"Although It might take years, 
I was always abit to find him 
Colby's first presidential letter 
was given to him by his father, 
who was a friend of John Hay, 
one of Lincoln's secretaries and 
later secretary of state under both 
President William McKinley and 
Theodore Roosevelt. Hay obtained 
a Lincoln letter for Colby’s father, 
who gave It to hie eon.

Penicillin In Pneumonia 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MD 


A PNEUM ONIA patient is al­ 
ways a w orry to physicians, espe 
cially b ecause pneumonia may b e 
due to so many different kinds of 
organisms. The sulfonamide drugs 
hav e b een prov en to b e potent 
weapons in fighting pneumonia 
produced b y most pneumococcus 
germs, b ut penicillin is equally as 
effectiv e as the sulfonamides in 
treating this kind of pneumonia, 
according to Dr. Manson Meads 
and his co-workers of Boston. 
They think that the penicillin 
may b e giv en a t the first sign of 
pneumonia due to germs or may b e 
used if the sulfonamides hav e 
failed to clear up the pneumonia. 
They think, also, that penicillin 
should b e giv en to all patients who 
are extremely ill, to those who 
hav e a lessening of the num b er of 
white cells in the b lood or sev ere 
heart, kidney or liv er damage. 
Sensitiv e to Sulfonamides 
Then, too, there are certain pa­ 
tients who are sensitiv e to the sul­ 
fonamide drugs, and they, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Meads and his co-work- 
ers, also should b e treated with 
penicillin. 
If the sulfonamide has b een ad­ 
ministered for a period of 24 hours 
in 
sufficient quantity and 
the 
symptoms of pneumonia do not 
b egin 
to 
disappear, 
penicillin 
should b e started at once. The 
presence 
of 
the 
pneumococcus 
germs in the b lood clear rapidly 
after the first dose of penicillin 
and complications are in this way 
av oided. In most instances, fev er 
and other symptoms disappear 
within 48 hours. Occasionally, the 
patient b egins to feel much b etter 
ev en earlier. 
Dr. Meads and his co-workers 


studied 54 patients with pneu­ 
monia. The sulfonamide drugs had 
failed to control the infection in 
ab out one-third of them, b ut these 
cases were b rought under control 
b y the penicillin. In most in­ 
stances, large doses of the penicil­ 
lin 
were administered 
on 
the 
fourth day of the illness. The 
amount of the penicillin and the 
duration of its use depended on 
the sev erity of the disease. 
Plenty of Fluids 
In addition to the use of peni­ 
cillin the patient is giv en plenty 
of fluids, oxygen if necessary, such 
drugs as digitalis to help support 
the heart, and sedativ e or quieting 
drugs, when needed. If there is 
some delay in response to the peni­ 
cillin it may b e the result of not 
giv ing enough. 
Unfav orab le reactions to peni­ 
cillin occur quite infrequently. 
Sometimes there is a mild b urning 
sensation at the point where the 
preparation is injected into a mus­ 
cle if it is giv en b y injection. Now 
and then, there may b e a rash re­ 
semb ling measles b ut this disap­ 
pears within a short time. 
It would seem that penicillin is 
a most v aluab le aid in treating 
many cases of pneumonia caused 
b y pneumococcus germs. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R. K.: I am a girl of sixteen 
and hav e always had thick hair.

Nature’s Forces So Strong

m WASHINGTON—Dr. F. W. Reichelderfer, chief of the United 
S tates W eather Bureau, does not think that atomic explosions will 
prov e of v alue in “controlling” future weather. 
He b eliev es that “powerful as atomic energy is, it is still puny 
when compared with the titantic forces of nature.” 
The weather man does not b eliev e that atom b omb s could end a 
(dry spell, dis;-:pate unwanted rain clouds, lessen the likelihood of 
floods, or smash tornadoes or hurricanes. 
As to hurricanes, Reichelderfer says: 
“Hurricanes start on a large scale geograph­ 
i c a l and are the result of cyclonic conditions 
that dev elop ov er areas of 5,000 to 10,000 square 
miles. 
“The energy needed to mov e the great m ass of 
air cov ering an area of thousands of square miles 
and weighing untold millions of tons is so great 
that it is not likely to b e much Influenced b y the 
use of an atomic b omb , or b omb s.”

Penicillin In Pneumonia 


By HEKMAN H BUNDESEN. M D. 
A PNEUMONIA patient ii al­ 
way* a worry to physicians, espe­ 
cially because pneumonia may br 
due to bo many different kinds of 
organisms. The sulfonamide drug! 
have been proven to be potent 
weapons in fighting pneumonia 
produced by moat pneumococcus 
germs, but penicillin is equally aa 
effective as the sulfonamides in 
treating this kind of pneumonia, 
according to Dr. Manson Meads 
ami his co-workers of Boston. 
They think that the penicillin 
may be given at the first sign of 
pneumonia doe to germs or may be 
used if the sulfonamide# have 
failed to clear up the pneumonia. 
They think, also, that penicillin 
should be given to all patients who 
are extremely ill, to those who 
have a lessening of the number of 
white cells in the blood or severe 
heart, kidney or liver damage. 
Sensitive to Sulfonamide# 
Then, too, there are certain pa­ 
tient* who are sensitive to the sul­ 
fonamide drugs, and they, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Meads and his co-work­ 
ers, also should be treated with 
penicillin. 
If the sulfonamide has been ad­ 
ministered for a period of 24 hours 
in sufficient quantity and the 
symptoms of pneumonia do not 
begin 
to 
disappear, 
penicillin 
should be started at once. The 
presence 
of the pneumococcus 
germs in the blood clear rapidly 
after the first dose of penicillin 
and complications arc in this way 
avoided. In most instances, fever 
and other symptoms disappear 
within 48 hours. Occasionally, the 
patient begins to feel much better 
even earlier. 
Dr. Meads and his co-workers 


studied 64 patient! with pneu­ 
monia. The sulfonamide drugs* had 
failed to control the infection in 
about one-third of them. but these 
cases were brought under control 
by the penicillin. In most in­ 
stances, large doses of the penicil­ 
lin were administered on the 
fourth day of the illness. The 
amount of the penicillin and the 
duration of its use depended on 
the severity of the disease. 
Plenty of Fluids 
In addition to the use of peni- 
cilhn the patient is given plenty 
of fluids, oxygen if necessary, such 
drugs ae digitalis to help support 
the heart, and sedative or quieting 
drugs, when needed. If there is 
some delay in response to the peni­ 
cillin it may be the result of not 
giving enough. 
Unfavorable reactions to peri- 
cillin occur quito infrequently. 
Sometimes there is a mild burning 
sensation at the point where the 
preparation is injected into a mus­ 
cle if it is given by injection. Now 
and then, there may be a rash re­ 
sembling measles but this disap­ 
pears within a short time. 
It would seem that penicillin is 
a most valuable aid in treating 
many cases of pneumonia caused 
by pneumococcus germs.

Atom Bomb Is Really Puny

• WASHINGTON—Dr. F W. Reichelderfer, chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau, does not think that atomic explosions will 
prove of value in ’‘controlling’* future weather. 
He believes that “powerful as atomic energy is, it is still puny 
when compared with the mantic force* of nature." 
The weather man does rot believe that atom bombs could end a 
dry spell, dissipate unwanted rain cloud*, lessen the likelihood of 
Hor is, or smash tornadoes or hurricane*. 
As to hurricanes, Reichelderfer says: 
“Hurricane# start on a large scale geograph­ 
ies y and are the result of cyclonic conditions 
th it develop over areas of 5,000 to 10,000 square 
miles. 
“The energy needed to move the great maaa of 
sir covering an area of thousands of square miles 
and weighing untold millions of ton* is so great 
that it is not likely to be much Influenced by the 
use of an atomic bomb, or bombe."
